WOMAN SHOOK 
BABY TO DEATH 


Four-year jail sentence for 34-year-old

A CHILDMINDER who shook 
a 10-month old baby to death 
has been jailed for four years 

Viktoria Tautz, 34, had been look¬ 
ing after Joshua Paul, at his home in 
Culross Close, Tottenham. She was 
found guilty of his manslaughter at 
the Old Bailey last Thursday. 

The court heard that Joshua had 
been entrusted to her care by his 
parents, who employed her on week¬ 
days while they both went to work. 

She had been caring for Joshua 
for two months when on the morn¬ 
ing of August 24, 2014, a neigh¬ 
bour heard screams and discovered 
Tautz with the unconscious child. 

The emergency services arrived 


at 9.01am to find the baby unre¬ 
sponsive and in need of urgent 
medical attention. 

Tautz, of Holly Park Road, Friern 
Barnet, informed the paramedics 
that Joshua had become severely 
unwell and as a result had sought 
urgent medical attention for him. 

She stated that she noticed 
Joshua’s face was going puffy and 
thought that he may be choking. 

The baby was taken to North 
Middlesex University Hospital, in 
Edmonton, and immediately trans¬ 
ferred to Great Ormond Street Chil¬ 
dren’s Hospital, where life support 
was withdrawn a week later . 

A post-mortem examination at 
Great Ormond Street gave the cause 
of death as a head injury. 

Tautz, who was not a registered 


childminder, was arrested on suspi¬ 
cion of manslaughter on September 
5, 2014 and charged 12 weeks later. 

Robert Davis, reviewing lawyer 
for the Crown Prosecution Service, 
said: “This was an upsetting case 
involving a child’s death. 

“Joshua Paul was killed by his 
childminder, who had been 
entrusted with his care. 

“Despite her defence that she did 
not shake the child, the expert med¬ 
ical reports demonstrated that the 
injuries could only have been 
caused by an assault The only per¬ 
son who could have assaulted 
Joshua Paul was Ms Tautz.” 

Detective Inspector Ian Lott, from 
the Met Police’s Homicide and 
Major Crime Command, described 
it as an “extremely tragic case.”

“The jury recognised that Tautz 
had a part to play in Joshua’s death, 
and we welcome the guilty verdict,” 
he said. 


Work gets under way on restoration of Victorian theatre 



Splendid stuff: The theatre at Alexandra 
Palace is being restored to its former glory 
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THE grand splendour of Alexandra 
Palace’s Victorian Theatre is being 
recreated as part of a multi-million-pound 
restoration - but without the steep sloping 
floor which was a feature of the original. 

The magnificent and historic theatre has 
stood unused and in disrepair for more 
than 80 years and is being restored to its 
former glory as part of a £26million 
refurbishment of Ally Pally’s East Wing. 

The inclined auditorium floor is being 
levelled and strengthened so when it 
re-opens next summer it can stage small or 
large-scale events and performances for 
audiences of up to 1,300 people - less than 
half the theatre’s original 3,000-seat 
capacity when it was opened in 1875. 

The removal of the 145-year-old 
floorboards has already taken place to 
enable reinforced steel, concrete blocks 
and decking to support the flattened 
auditorium floor on which they will 
be relaid. 

The completion of the floor infill has 
also taken place with the pouring of 
liquid concrete. 

Excavations have unearthed a 
treasure trove of buried and concealed 


artefacts shedding fresh light on the 
theatre’s history. 

It includes plaster work from a collapsed 
second balcony, long rumoured to exist but 
never documented in photos or records, 
together with tetanus vials used for 
German and Austrian and Hungarian 
civilians who were held there when Ally 
Pally doubled as an internment camp in 
World War I, as well as set designs and 
storyboards from the 1930s when BBC 
studios were based there. 

Matt Somerville, associate at architects 
Feilden Clegg Bradley Studios, said: “The 
reason the theatre has survived is largely 
because it was disused. 

“Nowhere in the West End is there such 
a complete example of Victorian theatre 
stage engineering. 

“During and after the decades of 
peripheral use by the BBC, decorative 
plaster was knocked off by sets and 
equipment lent against walls, the roof 
leaked and water brought down parts of the 
ceiling and plaster fell off the walls, but this 
is all integral to the story of the place and 
to its authenticity. We are seeking to hold it 
in a state of ‘arrested decay’.” 


Festival offers a 
musical interlude 

VOTERS will be able to nip next door from 
one polling station where they have cast their 
ballot tomorrow (Thursday) to enjoy a free 
live music event as a curtain raiser to Stroud 
Green’s annual Festival of Music. 

The start of the three-week-long festival, 
which runs from June 8 to 25, coincides with 
general election day. 

Concerts and recitals are being held 
throughout the day at Holy Trinity Church, 
in Granville Road, while the adjoining 
church hall, in Stapleton Hall Road, is being 
used as a polling station. 

Entertainment will be provided by 
Alexandra Palace’s organ scholar Marion 
Bettsworth, who will be playing on the hour, 
along with lively World War I songs from 
mezzo-soprano Patricia Hammond and 
singing and lute playing from the Dowland 
Works collective. 

The event finishes at 10pm when the 
polls close with the Crouch End Singers 
performing Mozart’s Ave Verum. 

The festival features a variety of classical, 
folk, jazz and world music concerts and 
recitals held at four venues - Holy Trinity 
Church, the church hall, Hornsey Vale 
Community Centre, in Mayfield Road, 
and Hornsey Town Hall, in The Broadway, 
Crouch End.

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Mum hurt in park knife attack

THIS horrifying picture, right, 
inset, was taken just moments 
after a woman out in the 
park with her young daughter 
had her throat slashed in 
what appears to have been a 
random attack. 

She was grabbed at 3pm on 
Saturday in Broomfield Park, 
Palmers Green, by a man with 
a beard, who cut her throat 
with a knife. 

The park was packed with 
young families enjoying the 
sunshine and police are 
appealing for eyewitnesses to 
help them find the callous 
knifeman, who ran away fol¬ 
lowing the brutal attack. 

Peter Gibbs, chairman of the 
consortium of the Friends of 
Enfield Parks, said he was 
“very concerned”. 


“The friends of all the 
parks in Enfield have 
become increasingly con¬ 
cerned about the security 
threat in the borough’s parks,” 
said Mr Gibbs. 

“We don’t have park police 
anymore - and anti-social 
and criminal behaviour have a 
habit of whirling up in an area 
and spreading. 

“Obviously, a physical 
attack, like this one, is rare, but 
very worrying.” 

A police spokeswoman said: 
“On Saturday, June 3, at about 
3 pm, a woman was attacked 
and suffered a cut to her neck 
in Broomfield Park by a lone 
black man, with a beard. 

“He is aged 25 to 35 and is 
5ft 7ins tall. 

“If you have any information 
about this incident, please 
call Enfield CID on 020 
8345 3349.” 



Van collision leaves motorcyclist fighting for his life 


A MOTORCYCLIST is fighting for 
his life after he was involved in a 
collision with a van on Sunday. 

The horrific collision is the latest 
in a string of road traffic accidents 
on the borough’s roads. 

It happened at the junction of 
Great Cambridge Road and 
Carterhatch Lane, Enfield, just 
after 9pm. 

A police spokesman said: “The 
motorcyclist - a man aged in his 


early 20s - has been taken to 
hospital, where he remains in a crit¬ 
ical condition. 

“The driver involved in the 
incident stopped at the scene and is 
assisting police with their inquiries. 

“No arrests have been made.” 

Last weekend’s accident is not far 
from the scene of two fatalities that 
happened on the roads over the 
May bank holiday weekend. 

A motorcyclist was fatally injured 


on the A10 Great Cambridge Road 
in Edmonton at 2pm on Saturday, 
May 27. 

Two days later, a 53-year-old man 
died after colliding with a car on 
Monday, May 29. 

The pedestrian had been crossing 
Hertford Road at the junction with 
Nightingale Road, Edmonton, at 
9.25pm. He was pronounced dead at 
the scene. 

The 23-year-old driver of the car 


was arrested on suspicion of causing 
death by dangerous driving and 
driving under the influence of drugs. 

Detectives from the Metropolitan 
Police’s Roads and Transport 
Policing Command are investigating 
and have appealed for witnesses.

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Big guns Khan and Hammond enter 
the fray in ‘marginal’ Enfield North

CHANCELLOR of the Exchequer 
Philip Hammond and Mayor of Lon¬ 
don Sadiq Khan joined the stream of 
political heavyweights who have been 
wheeled out in the run-up to the gen¬ 
eral election in a bid to sway voters in 
the marginal seat of Enfield North. 

Mr Hammond visited North Enfield 
Conservative Club, in Baker Street 
last Thursday, within an hour of Mr 
Khan joining Labour canvassers in 
Carterhatch Lane. 

Labour won Enfield North two years 
ago with a slender 1,086 majority and it 
is one of the Conservatives’ target seats. 

Mr Hammond was giving his sup¬ 
port to Nick de Bois and Mr Khan was 
backing Joan Ryan’s bid to retain the 
seat she won from Mr de Bois in 2015, 
having previously been the Enfield 
North MP from 1997 to 2010. 

Lollowing a protest march over edu¬ 
cation funding in the borough, Mr 
Hammond responded to claims that 
the Tories’ manifesto would mean a 
seven per cent reduction in funding for 
each Enfield pupil. 

He insisted that £4billion of educa¬ 
tion funding would be provided 
each year. 

“That’s an additional £lbn over what 
our plan was, so we’ve put extra 
money in,” he said. 


He added that the Tories had made a 
“commitment that no school would 
lose out in cash terms from the change 
to the funding formula”. 

He said that schools which had been 
underfunded previously would see an 
“uplift” and those that were sufficiently 
funded wouldn’t see a reduction. 

“Of course, we expect schools to 
deliver efficiencies like every part of 
the public sector,” he said. 

“We’re still dealing with a very large 
deficit and there are ways of driving 
efficiency of services including educa¬ 
tion, but this will be in the context of 
significantly enveloping funding.” 


Mr Hammond said that if re-elected 
the Tories would be committed to 
increasing health funding by £8bn a 
year by the end of the next parliament. 

He said Brexit negotiations would be 
“tough” and “complex”, but busi¬ 
nesses, including local traders, would 
be at the “forefront” of their thinking. 

Meanwhile, responding to the issues 
surrounding the spree of stabbings in 
the borough and a call for more police 
on the streets, Mr Khan insisted that an 
additional 10,000 officers would be 
deployed across the country if Labour 
were elected. 

“By reversing the capital gains tax it 


will pay for 10,000 officers and will 
mean us not having to close down 
police stations or lose police officers,” 
he said, “but also having a proper knife 
crime strategy that deals with this 
issue.” 

However, since becoming mayor he 
said he had tried to restore neighbour¬ 
hood policing to increase numbers of 
dedicated officers. 

Mr Khan also highlighted the pub¬ 
lic’s role in combating knife crime. 

“We all have a role to play in stop¬ 
ping young people in thinking their 
cool or it makes them safer to carry a 
knife,” he said. 


“My message to a young person is it 
doesn’t give you respect and if you 
carry a knife you will be stopped, 
searched, arrested and be prosecuted.” 

Responding to the shortage of 
affordable housing and the difficulties 
faced by young people to get on to the 
property ladder, Mr Khan said he 
would make sure a “significant num¬ 
ber” were built. 

“The good news is I have negotiated 
a good settlement from the govern¬ 
ment,” he said, “but we also have a 
good council like Enfield working 
with us and making sure there are gen¬ 
uinely affordable homes being built.

Kemp voices 
worries over 
knife crime

ACTOR and Labour Party member 
Ross Kemp said there was “nothing 
glamorous” about knife crime 
during a visit to the borough last 
week to support Labour’s Enfield 
North parliamentary candidate 
Joan Ryan and speak to anti-knife 
crime campaigners. 

The former EastEnders star, who 
has interviewed some of the world’s 
most notorious gang members for a 
series of TV documentary pro¬ 
grammes, met campaigners at Hills 
Cafe, in Hertford Road, Enfield 
Highway, on Friday. 

The 52-year-old told members 
from community Facebook group 
We Love Our Highway that while 
weapon stop and searches were 
effective, police officers needed 
to be “respectful” when carrying 
them out. 

Mother-of-one Angela Bailey, 
who has organised two peace 
marches in Enfield, told Mr Kemp 
about the horrendous stabbing of 
an 18-year-old in Hertford Road, 
which she and her nine-year-old 
son witnessed. 

“It made me feel physically sick,” 
Ms Bailey, 40, told him, “and I had 
to explain to my son what had hap¬ 
pened outside our house.” 

Mr Kemp, whose dad worked as a 
police officer for 30 years, said that 
more needed to be done to 
“stigmatise” knife crime. 


“It’s about nudging them into a 
position where they are scared of 
the repercussions of carrying a 
knife,” he said. 

He added that educating 
young people in schools was 
crucial to make them aware that 
there was no heroism attached to 
knife crime. 

“A young man is most likely to 
listen to a former gang member 
who can tell him there’s nothing 
glamorous about going to prison 
because of knife crime and not 
being able to see their girlfriend for 
years,” he said. 

Ms Ryan, who has been on both 
peace marches and has made tack¬ 
ling knife crime one of the key 
issues in her campaign, said: “It 
was important for the group to dis¬ 
cuss their issues with him as they 
are very interested in bringing the 
community together and tackling 
the problem - and Ross’s experi¬ 
ence was very valid.” 

Ms Bailey, who lives in Hertford 
Road and works as a funeral direc¬ 
tor, said that the community needed 
to understand the increasing issue 
of knife crime. 

“We can’t do it on our own, we 
need help and for people to stand 
up,” she said. 

“It’s really nice that he took an 
interest in the issue,” she added, 
“and his visit will hopefully 
raise our profile and make more 
people aware of the dangers of 
knife crime.”

Boris receives a 
mixed reception

FLANKED by security and poster-wielding sup¬ 
porters on the Tory campaign trail, Boris John¬ 
son handed out leaflets and had countless selfies 
with shoppers in Enfield Town on Monday 

The Foreign Secretary visited the borough to 
rally support for Nick de Bois, who is battling to 
win back the Enfield North seat from Labour 
rival Joan Ryan. 

It’s a marginal seat which the Tories hope they 
can win to secure No 10 for Theresa May when 
voters have their say tomorrow. 

Joined by an entourage of party members, the 
blonde-mopped Tory visited Upstairs, Down¬ 
stairs hairstyling in Southbury Road - much to 
the dismay of a woman who was having her 
“colours done” - then Azure restaurant and G 
Mantella Jewellers. 

Erdal Mehmet, the owner of the jewellers, said 
that he had a soft spot for Mr Johnson and tried 
to sell him an anti-ageing device that he is 
involved in promoting at the ExCeL centre, in 
Docklands, later this week. 

“He’s a good man, he came here after the riots 
in 2011 when the front of the shop was smashed 
in and all the watches stolen,” said Mr Mehmet. 


“It was money from the London mayor’s fund 
that got us back on our feet.” 

Talking to Mr Mehmet, the former mayor of 
London said: “I could be interested, but I’m 
looking good already and I’m very strong, look 
at me!” 

But it wasn’t all smiles and selfies from 
the crowds. 

Nessa Parkinson tackled Mr Johnson about the 
“£350million for the NHS” plastered across the 
side of a battlebus, and asked him where that 
money was coming from. 

He answered that it was “for the government 
to decide”. She retorted: “Yes, a government 
you’re part of.” 

The Advertiser pressed the Foreign Secretary 
on the Conservatives’ National Funding Formula 
for schools and quizzed him on whether he 
supported Cycle Enfield - a scheme to which fel¬ 
low Tory David Burrowes, the candidate in 
Enfield Southgate, is opposed. 

In response Mr Johnson said: “We’re going to 
make sure we’re going to fund school spaces 
across the country. It’s vital to have a strong 
economy to do that. 

“Yes, of course, the cycle lanes are good, but 
my colleague Mr de Bois probably knows more 
than me about the detail.”

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Shettal has her locks trimmed for charity 


A “STAR” was shorn on Saturday as caring 
Shettal Panchal’s crowning glory was cut off and 
donated to a charity which makes wigs free of 
charge for children who have lost their own hair 
through cancer treatment. 

The chartered accountant, of Maltby Drive, 
Enfield, had 20 inches of her tresses chopped off 
in aid of the Little Princess Trust. 

Shettal, who celebrated her 44th birthday on 
Monday and has had long hair for much of her 
life, watched in the mirror intently as Anddroulla 
Lazarou, the stylist at Hair Lux, in Southbury 
Road, plaited her locks and then snipped away. 

Sensei Misiri, the owner of the salon, waived 
what would have been cost of the haircut and 
donated it to the cause. 

“I’m still getting used to my new look, but I 
have had plenty of compliments from family, 
friends and work colleagues,” said Shettal. 

She is also raising funds for the Macmillan 
Cancer Support charity through an online 
JustGiving page she has set up - and on Sunday 
she is taking part in a sponsored five-kilometre 
walk in Trent Park, Cockfosters, hoping to raise 
£500 for Cancer Research UK. 


Contributions to that can be made through 
another JustGiving page Shettal has set up. 

She recently lost a close friend to bowel cancer 
and has also lost family members to cancer. She 
says that is what has inspired her to raise funds 
for cancer charities. 

“Friends and relatives have lost their battle 
against cancer, so it’s a cause very close to my 
heart,” she said. 

“Cutting my hair is a small price to pay for 
helping cancer sufferers,” she said. “How do you 
explain to a little girl the reason why she can’t 
have long hair and has to be in hospital?” 

Shettal describes herself as a “spiritual person” 
and “very religious” - and that was part of her 
decision to donate her hair. 

“My heart told me I had to do it and it feels 
right for me,” she explained. 

She is also a bone marrow donor and gives 
blood. “By being a donor I think I could quite lit¬ 
erally be saving a life,” she added.

TOP band T.Rextasy play a rearranged 
concert at Millfield Theatre next Friday 
(June 18) following the illness which forced 
them to cancel their scheduled appear¬ 
ance at the Edmonton venue in February. 

The group have been recreating the 
experience of a live gig by the original 
chart-topping 1970s’ T.Rex for a quarter 
of a century, performing the hits of Marc 
Bolan all over the world. 

And for Danielz, who formed T.Rextasy 
as a homage to his idol, the band’s latest 
25th anniversary UK tour is tinged with 
irony - Bolan’s own pop career only lasted 
a decade before his untimely death in a 
car crash 40 years ago at the age of 29. 

“T.Rextasy is not a cabaret-style tribute 
act,” explained Danielz, who with his tou¬ 
sled corkscrew curls bears an uncanny 
resemblance to Bolan. 

“We are a rock and roll band and I make 
that distinction. We play live without any 
backing tracks and try to recapture the 
atmosphere and excitement of a live con¬ 
cert by T.Rex.” 

Few would believe when they see him 
on stage, strutting, and pouting as the 
flamboyant Bolan once did that he is 
approaching his 58th birthday. 

Danielz, who at 5ft 7ins tall is the same 
height as Bolan, was just 13 when his 
obsession began after he saw T.Rex play 
in 1972 in Germany where his parents 
were stationed with the British Army. 

He went on to be in bands, writing his 
own material, but his big break proved elu¬ 
sive and in 1992 he had the idea to form 
T.Rextasy to escape his 9 to 5 office job. 

He is reticent when it comes to talking

about the infamous former glam rock star, 
who in 1996 invited T.Rextasy to support 
him on his glam rock nostalgia tour, play¬ 
ing to thousands at rock arenas including 
Birmingham’s National Exhibition Centre 
and Manchester’s GMex. 

It got them noticed and proved the 
launch pad for their career. 

Danielz and T.Rextasy have performed 
all over the world and met pop and rock 
artists who were friends of Bolan, includ¬ 
ing David Bowie, his producer Tony Vis¬ 
conti, T.Rex’s percussionist Mickey Finn 
and the band’s original drummer Bill Leg¬ 
end, as well as friends and family includ¬ 
ing Bolan’s ex-wife June, his girlfriend 
Gloria Jones, who was driving the car on 
that fateful night when he died, and their 
son Rolan Bolan. 


Danielz says his aim is to keep Bolan’s 
legacy alive and considers himself him¬ 
self a curator of the artist, owning many 
of his stage clothes, as well as many of 
his original multi-track recording tapes, 

“I bought them off a record producer 
who had acquired them and had planned 
to release them as a new album, but had¬ 
n’t realised the legal complexities around 
publishing rights,” he said. “I could have 
bought a house with what I paid for them.” 

The Millfield show will thrill those who 
were fans of the band in the 1970s 
and introduce the uninitiated to Bolan’s 
brilliance with hits including Get It On, 
Jeepster, Hot Love, Ride a White Swan, 
Born to Boogie, Telegram Sam, 20th 
Century Boy, Metal Guru and Children of 
the Revolution.

Mummy’s boy 


THE MUMMY (15,110 mins) 

A LMOST a decade after the 
release of the hammy fantasy 
adventure The Mummy: Tomb Of 
The Dragon Emperor, director Alex 
Kurtzman attempts to reboot the hor¬ 
ror franchise with this action-packed 
thriller set in the present day, which 
positions Tom Cruise at the centre of 
the special effects-laden destruction. 

Cruise plays tomb raider Nick Mor¬ 
ton, who travels to Egypt with plucky 
archaeologist Jenny Halsey (Annabelle 
Wallis) to retrieve an ancient artefact.

Y OU may think the Kia Picanto 
is the car most likely to be dri¬ 
ven by your granny, and you’d 
be right. But now the manufacturer is 
looking to ditch that blue-rinse image 
and target a younger age group with 
its suitably spiced-up city car. 

Designed to attract youthful buyers, 
the refreshed model teams sporty 
looks with a more focused driving 
style to woo young professionals to 
part with their cash. But are the 
tweaks enough? 

Well, there’s no doubt Kia has 
worked hard to liven things up. 
There’s an extended “tiger nose” 
grille, the likes of which we’ve seen 
spread across the maker’s range, 
smart LED driving lights and a large 
air intake at the front. 

Double wheel arches add some flair 
at the sides, while a “shark” antenna, 
which initially made an appearance 
on BMWs, has filtered down to the 


city car segment for the first time. 
What’s more, for added sportiness, 
the GT-Line specification gets some 
random red trim - because nothing 
says sporty like added red inserts - 
and a twin-tipped exhaust. 

Kia even went as far as describing 
the new design as “sexy” in the 
launch presentation. Perhaps our def¬ 
inition of sexy is slightly at odds with 
Kia’s, but we get what they’re trying 
to achieve. Sort of. 

The Picanto is Kia’s second best¬ 
selling model in the UK after the 
Sportage, so the third-generation 
model has a huge weight on its shoul¬ 
ders to perform. As it’s predomi¬ 
nantly bought as a second car by 
more mature buyers, Kia thinks the 
new tech - wireless charging for your 
mobile, parking camera and Apple 
CarPlay - will tempt younger, first¬ 
time car buyers into dealers. 

At just 3.6 metres (the same as its 
predecessor) Kia has managed to eke 
out a little more cabin space by 



increasing the wheelbase and reduc¬ 
ing the front overhang, but you’re still 
going to wish your legs were foldable 
if you’re sat in the back. 

Up front, you’ll sit shoulder to 
shoulder with your passenger, but 
there’s ample leg room and the dri¬ 
ving position’s comfortable. 

Autonomous emergency braking, 
which warns, then stops you if it 
senses a crash is also available, as 
well as a smart torque vectoring sys¬ 
tem that improves handling by brak¬ 
ing individual wheels. 

It’s behind the wheel where the 
Picanto will divide opinion. Older 
buyers looking for a relaxed and com¬ 
fortable ride will notice the improved 
suspension and capable way it deals 
with nasty, pot-holed road surfaces. 

However, the sprightly engines, 
quicker turn-in and faster steering 
may make them feel a little too hur¬ 
ried behind the wheel. It’s these very 
characters that Kia is hoping younger 
buyers will appreciate. 


The juxtaposition of characteristics 
is a trait of a car designed for a global 
market, where different markets want 
different things. 

In the UK, you may be more likely 
to find a Picanto in the bridge club 
car park, but in southern Europe it’ll 
be left abandoned outside nightclubs 
while its owners party the night away. 

Overall, there’s a noticeable impro¬ 
vement in ride and handling, thanks 
largely to reduced weight and stiffer 
body, but whether that’s suitable for 
you will depend on your driving style. 

As this was an early test of a left- 
hand-drive model, there were few 
details as to what options will feature 
on UK models. The Kia UK boss 
explained each market is given a menu 
to pick from and said his team are 
working on refining what they’ll take. 

We do know this will follow the 
conventional Kia strategy of 1, 2 and 
3 levels of specification and the 
GT-Line, driven here, will slot 
between 2 and 3.

Proud of record: Hugo Lloris helped Tottenham concede the fewest goals in the Premier League

TOTTENHAM HOTSPUR skipper 
Hugo Lloris believes that their 
defensive strength is down to doing 
the basics properly. 

Last season saw Spurs concede 
just 26 goals in the Premier League 
- three fewer than any other team - 
to end up with the best defensive 
record in the division. 

The total was also the lowest 
number of goals the club have ever 
conceded in a season and France 
keeper Lloris is delighted they have 
become so tight at the back. 

“It’s the second successive season 
we’ve done it and that is down to 
our basics,” he said. “Scoring goals 
is important, but the most important 
thing is to have a balance and make 
sure you don’t concede easy 
chances and concede goals because 
then the game becomes less difficult 
to win. 

“The season before we became 
the best defence and last season we 
were the best defence as well. That 
has to be in your DNA, not conced¬ 
ing chances, not conceding goals, 
playing good football and creating 
chances. 

“Everyone knows what they have 
to do on the pitch whether it’s about 
positioning, passing, possession or 
defensive areas. In both boxes we 
need to be clever, smart and have 
that killer instinct.” 

Meanwhile, fellow France inter¬ 
national Moussa Sissoko has admit¬ 
ted that last season was the worst of 
his career. 

The midfielder joined Spurs for a 
club record-equalling £30million 
from Newcastle United last summer 
following a string of impressive 
performances at Euro 2016, but he 
struggled to make an impact at 


White Hart Lane - playing an entire 
Premier League match just twice. 

And Sissoko has admitted that his 
future at the club could be in doubt 
if manager Mauricio Pochettino does 
not see him as a major part of his 
plans. 

“You can never be sure of any¬ 
thing,” he told the French newspaper 
L’Equipe. “What I want is for 
everything to be clear. If the man¬ 
ager is no longer counting on me, if 


he thinks that other players are bet¬ 
ter, then he should say it. 

“I want a completely honest con¬ 
versation to see what they plan to 
do, what they are seeing in terms of 
my future. From that moment on, 
everything will be clearer in my 
head. 

“The idea is to be clear very early 
to allow, if I need to leave, for my 
agent to do good work. Even if 
everyone knows that I prefer Eng¬ 


land, I have never closed the door to 
any league. 

“I fell from a high point last sea¬ 
son. Even though I never thought I 
would play all the games, I was not 
expecting such a small amount of 
playing time. It was the worst sea¬ 
son of my career, even though as a 
team it was certainly the best, so it’s 
weird. We’ll talk with my agent to 
make the best decision. My goal is 
to go to the 2018 World Cup.” 


North Middlesex stay in contention at the top of the table 


NORTH MIDDLESEX remain just two 
points off the top of the Premier Division of 
the Kingspan Middlesex County Cricket 
League after securing a three-wicket win at 
Richmond on Saturday. 

Adam London (47) and Bhavesh Pankhania 
(43 not out) were the main contributors as 
Richmond were dismissed for 189 batting 
first, with Ed Bird (3-49), Tom Nicoll (2-23), 
Joel Hughes (2-26) and Adam Price (2-39) all 
impressing with the ball for the visitors. 

North Middlesex lost early wickets in reply, 
but a superb innings from Evan Flowers (77 
not out) - with excellent support from James 
Parslow (44) and Price (31) - guided them to 
193-7 in 46.2 overs. 

Meanwhile, Highgate continued their 
fine form in Division Two by easing to a 
seven-wicket win at Eastcote. 


Batting first, the hosts posted 230-6 from 
their 45 overs, with Aman Lotay (77) and 
Atharva Prasad (55) both making significant 
contributions. 

Highgate encountered few problems in 
reaching their target though as Christopher 
Arul (62) and William Bowley (45 off just 
22 balls) laid a good platform before Scott 
Elstone (71 not out) and Syed Muazam Ali 
(30 not out) guided them to 234-3 with three 
overs to spare. 

But North London and Hornsey were both 
beaten in their matches in Division Two. 

North London suffered a narrow six-run 
loss in a tight match at table-topping Harrow 
St Mary’s. 

James Fell (5-40) and Jordan Gregory 
(3-16) did most of the damage as the hosts 
could only make 130 batting first, but North 


London also found runs hard to come by and 
Dave Schout top-scored with just 29 as they 
were dismissed for 134. 

And Hornsey remain bottom of the table 
following their 107-run defeat at Barnes. 

John Olive (82), Alex Scott (67) and David 
Wood (50) all scored heavily as Barnes 
amassed 296-9, with Paul Weekes taking 
5-57. 

William Prest (58) and James Bull (49) got 
Hornsey’s reply off to a good start but they 
fell away badly once this stand had been 
broken, with Andrew Bourdillion (7-23) 
ripping through the rest of their batting as 
they were dismissed for 189. 

North Middlesex host Ealing on Saturday, 
while Hornsey entertain Eastcote, Highgate 
are at home to Harrow St Mary’s and North 
London go to Indian Gymkhana. 


Skolars fade badly 
in the second half 

THE London Skolars suffered a second-half col¬ 
lapse on Sunday as they slumped to a 36-18 defeat 
at York City Knights in rugby league’s Kingstone 
Press League One. 

The visitors enjoyed the better of the opening 40 
minutes and moved into an 18-6 lead by the inter¬ 
val, but the second half was a completely different 
story as York ran in five tries without reply to end 
up as emphatic victors. 

It was the hosts who struck first on five minutes 
through a converted try from Liam Harris, but the 
rest of the first half belonged to the Skolars and 
they levelled the scores on 13 minutes when Mike 
Sykes crashed over the line to score a try which 
Jy-Mel Coleman converted. 

Five minutes later the visitors went ahead as 
Josh Allison touched down and they moved further 
clear on the stroke of the interval when Sadiq 
Abebiyi broke through the defence to score. Both 
of these tries were converted. 

But York were a different proposition in the sec¬ 
ond half and Joe Batchelor and Adam Robinson 
crossed the line in quick succession to bring them 
back on level terms within eight minutes of the 
restart. 

A Harris penalty put the hosts in front and they 
became increasingly dominant after this, with 
Harris, Jonny Presley and David Foggin-Johnson 
all scoring tries to set the seal on their win. 

A disappointing afternoon for the Skolars dete¬ 
riorated further two minutes from time when 
Lameck Juma was sent off for a high tackle. 

The London Skolars will hope to get back on 
track when they host Oxford on Saturday.
